and purged of diners paſſages therein tending toPopery : Neuertheleſſe 
the lame Book, after it wasſo amended and allowed fo be pzinted, was 
toꝛrupted and falſified by the Tranſlatoꝛ and © tationer, who between 
them inlerted again the ſamePopiſh and vnſound paſſages: And the Stationer is now appꝛehen⸗ 
ded, and the Tranſlatoꝛ ſought foꝛ to be pꝛoteeded againſt accozding to Jultite. 
His Maieſtp, out of His pious and conſtant tare, to vphold and maintain the Religion pꝛofeſſed 
in the Church of England in its purity, without Erroꝛ oz Coꝛruption, Doth therckoꝛe hereby de- 
tlare His Royall will and Pleaſure to be, and doth ſtraightly Charge and Command all perſons, 
of what degree, quality, oꝛ condition ſoeuer, to whoſe hands any of the ſaid Books are, oꝛ ſhall 
come, that without delay they deliver oꝛ ſend them to the Biſhop, 02 Chantelloꝛ ofthe Dioceſſe, 
whom His Maieſtie requireth to cauſe the ſame to be publikely burnt, as ſuch of them as haue 
beenealready ſeized on, haue been by His Mateſties expꝛeſſe Command: And to this His Maicſties 


RoyallPleaſure, he requireth all Hislouing Subiects to yeeldalldue Confoꝛmity and Obedience, 
as they will auoid the cenſure of high Contempt. 
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Giuen at Our Court at Hhite- hall, the fourteenth day of May, in the thirteenth yeare 
of Our Reigne.
